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TEACHER TESTS 
DISCONTINUED 


County School Board 
In Move To Raise 
Professional Sandards 


The county Board of Education 
has gone on record as opposing the 
holding of annual examinations to 
qualify applicants for teaching po- 
sitions in the county schools. 


Further, the board also has gone 
on record as declining to honor af- 
ter January Ist next, certificates 
presented from other counties which 
are based on such examinations. 
Certain exceptions are noted to this 
general rule. 


In announcing these two rulings 
of the board Tuesday morning, 
County Superintendent K. W. Mc- 
oy said that the board was guided 
in its action by a desire to support 
a movement for raising generally 
throughout the state the standards 
of the teaching profession. 


The board noted that the State 
Board of Education requires four 
years of college training to qual- 
ify a person for teaching and at 
this time is giving consideration to 
raising that requirement to five 
years of college or university work. 


“Theaching,” a statement by the | 
board said,” is a profession requiring | 
as thorough training as that for 
doctors or lawyers. We are not de- 
nying the right to teach to anyone, 
but feel that this requirement wil | 
insure better teaching.”’ 

The school superintendent ex- 
plained that the county has given 
an examination once each year for 
several years past through which 
successful applicants are qualified 
for teaching credentials despite the 
circumstance that their formal ed- 
ucation may have included only 
high school, or only two years of 
college, or even a four-year college 
course but without special study 
having in view a teaching career. 

The examination has afforded the 
opportunity for these applicants to 
qualify if they can, for the cre- 
dentials are automatically present- 
ed to graduates of colleges in teach- 
er training. 

The exceptions noted by the board 
to the rule that certificates based 
on teacher examinations in other 
counties will not be honored after 
January Ist, are as follows:

“Writes News With American Hearts,” 
Says Publisher Association Secretary 


STOCKTON, ‘Wi—A war of pro- 
paganda is being fought in Europe 
and America stands nearly alone as 
a country where freedom of 
speech and action may be 
found, John B. Long, 
ager of the California Newspaper 
Publishers Association. told the state 
convention of the Associated Farm- | 
ers. 

Speaking on “propaganda and 
your home town newspaper.” Long 
pointed out that every means is be- 
ing used to influence the thinking 
of America, and in turn influence 
our speech and actions. 

“Today, the English speaking 
countries are virtually the only ones 
which still retain a free press,” 
Long said. “The first step of the 
modern dictator is to take away the 
freedom of the press, and with it 
goes free speech, because the two 
are so closely linked as to become 
almost inseparable. 

“One of the chief 
of every newspaper is to safeguard 
the freedom of the Fourth Estate. 
Freedom was not guranteed to the 
press for its own advantage, but for 
the benefit of the whole commun- 
ity,” Long quoted Dr.

In that statement, almost every 
thinking, unbiased California citi- 
zen will concur, for public patience 
has worn thin under a constant 
battering from selfish minorities, 
contemptuous of the public’s rights 
and the state’s welfare. 


It has become painfully apparent, 
however, that both the Wagner Act 
and the National Labor Relations 
Board, instead of remedying a bad 
situation, have served to aggravate 
it—due to the fact that both are 
one-sided and incapable of protect- 
ing the public interest. And it is 
even more apparent that labor czars 
of the Harry Bridges stamp, despite 
growing public indignation, are still | 
arrogantly determined to trample 
on the rights of others in pursuit 
of what they consider their own 
rights and the rights of their fol- 
lowers.
